REIGN OF SLEET 
LL UNBROKEN 


Tennessee, Mississippi and Ar- 
kansas Coaled with Ice 


Damage Already Done Amounts to 
Millions—Scores of Towns Are 
Full of Wreckage — More 
Damage Will Follow 
the Thaw. 


—__— 


Memphis, Tenn., January S1.—The pecu- 


section duri the present week has 
even many of the large towns and vil- 
lages in the stafes of Tennessee, AArkan- 
sas and Mississippi. 

It is difficult to estimate the amount 
of damage. It is known that at Little 
Rock alone the damage amounts to $500,- 
000, and the footings altogether will, it is 
believed, run up several millions. 

Business has been at a standstill in many 
tons. In addition to stocks of goods be- 
ing ruined, the streets and highways are 
Diockaded by broken telegraph and tele- 
phone poles, twisted wires, the trunks 
and limbs of trees and otHer debris. 

The damage to stocks of goods is due to 
the tremendous weight of accumulated 
ice and sleet and to the insufficiency of 
roofs to sustain such ioads. 

Dozens of the smaller towns have been 
seriously discommoded by the interrupt,on 
of wire service by téeiephone an. tele- 
graph. In the country the losses have 
been heavy. Stock has suffered and in 
some sections the wheat crop is reported 
to be ruined. 

Such a siege of sleet and cold rain is 
altogether unprecedented. In some places 
the ground has been covered with ice to 


a depth of 6 inches. 

In central and western Tennessee the 
damage to houses and stocks of goods has 
been enormous. Reports from Paris, 
Dresden, McKenzie, Jackson, Hunting- 
don and Union City state that the storm 
of sleet and rain has been unprecedented 
in those sections. North Mississippi has 
suffered severely, the people being wholly 
unprepared to protect themselves from 
the unusual conditions now prevailing. 

In Arkansas the storm played. fearful 
fiavec to houses and other property. Tel- 
egraph and telephone wires are down in 
every direction and it will be several 
days before the extent of the damage 
will be known. 

There was a rise in the femperature to- 
day and it is believed that conditions will 
rapidly improve. 

Wrecks Are Numerous. 

Nashville, Tenn., January 31.—Telegraph 
lines in this section for the past three 
days have been in the worst condition 
ever’ known 4n the- history of the dusi-. 
ness, according to a statements made at 
the Western Union office today. The 
Western Union people have been able 
to restore connection with Paducah, 
Memphis, Atlanta, New York, Savannah, 
Montgomery, Birmingham, Jacksonville 
and New Orleans, but no direct connec- 
tion can be had with Louisville, St. Louis, 
Kansas City, Chicago and Cincinnati. 
Business for Louisville is being sent 
by Atlanta or New York: The 
wrecking crew of the company has. been 
at work since the sleet storm, but the 
breaks were so widely scat’ red that little 
show has been made, and for that rea- 
son the wreck of wires is said to be the 
worst in history. Associated Press re- 
ports from Washington are coming wy 
way of Atlanta, where they are relayed. 
The wires are working poorly ail over 
the country. 

The Postal’s business igs four or five 
hours behind and they have not yet se- 
cured a Louisville wire. The system is 
badly crippled in its connecfions with all 
parts. The railroad wires have been 
nearly entirely restored. 

Conditions Bad at Paducah. 

Paducah, Ky., January 31.—The storm 
conditions are’ unchanged. The weather 
continues cloudy with indications of snow. 
The worst damage from the storm is ex- 


pected to come when the thaw sets in.

TWO HUNDRED MEN FROZEN. 


Soldiers of the Mikado Are Caught in 
a Blizzard. 

Yokohama, January 31.—Details of the 
loss of about 200 Japanese soldiers, who 
were frozen to death, have been received 
here. It seems that a command of 210 
men, practicing winter marching, were 
caught in a blizzard on the northern end 
of the island of Hondo and lost their 
road. The snow in the mountain passes 
was 20 feet deep. In their efforts to warm 
themselves the detachment burned their 
haversacks and rifle butts, but many 
of them were frozen to death. 

The 71 survivors then scattered and in 
small parties endeavored to reach the 
villages. Only one corporal, however, 
succeeded in escaping from the mountains 
and he was picked up by a relief 
party. 

It is feared that all the other members 
of the expedition are dead.

Both men retained their nerve and just 
before: the rope was put around Wade's 
neck he said: 

“You may think I'm happy, but I’m 
not.’’ 

Joseph Wade and B. H. Dalton mur- 
dered James B. Morrvuw, intending to rob 


him. Morrow had been calling on a young 


lady and was on his way home about 
midnight on Novem@ger 14 when Wade and 
Dalton stepped in front of uim and or- 
dered him to throw up his hands. Morrow 
made a move as if to put his hand in 
in his pocket, when he was shot dead. 
The murderers were arrested three days 
later. At first each accused the other of 
being the murderer, but after a few 
weeks Wade confessed that _he fired the 
shot. 

Wade was born near Pittsburg, Pa., 
and Dalton at Atlanta, Ga. 

Wade and his victim were both under 
21 years of age, while Dalton was only 
23. On Wednesday night Wade, who had 
treated his approaching executien with 
levity, professed religion. According toa 
missionary who visited fhe prisoners, 
Wade's conversion was due in part at 
least to the prayers of his fellow-mur- 
derer, Dalton, who had received spiritual 
advice several weeks. 


Morris Dies on Gallows. 
Dallas, Tex., January 31.—Thomas Mor- 
ris was hanged-at Corsicana at 12:30 
o'clock today for the murder of W. G. 
Broom June 7, 1900. The first drop was 
successful, Morris’ neck being broken. 
The evidence against Morris was purely 
circumstantial, but conclusive.

State's Depot Proposal Is lear 
Cut and Business-Like, 
Says Governor 


DIRECTOR OF SOUTHERN 
SEEMED TO EXPECT MORE 


Delay May Be Due to Failure of the 
Southern and N., C. and St. L. 
To Get Together on Ques- 
tion of the Annual 
Rental. 


There appears to be some unknown 
cause for delay of the railroad authori- 
ties in answering the letters from the 
depot commission as to whether or not 
they will accept the proposition made by 
the state to pay 6 per cent on the cost 
of a new depot, if it ts built. 

Many who are interested tn the matter 
believe that the whole project depends 
on what the Southern Railway Company 
is going to do, but it is evident from tel- 
egrams which were received by The Con- 
stitution yesterday that nothing on this 
line has yet been determined. 

In order to get at the matter The Con- 
stitution wired President Samuel Spen- 
cer and S. M. Inman, a prominent difec- 
tor of the Southern, asking them what at- 
titude the Southern is taking with refer- 
ence to the new depot proposition. 

The following is the reply from Presi- 
dent Spencer: 

New York, January 31.—The Consttl- 
tution, Atlanta, Ga.: Impossible for 
me to say anything until I can thor- 
oughly canvass subject and communi- 
cate with governor. S. SPENCER. 
The telegtam from Mr. Inman would 

seem to indicate that the Southern of- 


fictals are waiting’ for something more 


definite from the state than hds yet 
been proposed. It is as follows: 
Lakewood, N. J.—Constitution, At- 
lanta, Ga.: I don't speak from* au- 
thority, but from my investigation. 

Believe that the railroads h¢ving once 

made a definite proposition and fit 

being rejected, they will now wait for 

a definite, tangible, business-like 

proposition from the state before do- 

ing anything. S. M. INMAN, 
What the Governor Says. 

Governor Candler was shown these two 
telegrams yesterday. He expressed sqme 
surprise at the statement made in Mr. 
Inman's dispatch. 

“The state has made the railroads a 
definite, tangible and business-like prop-. 
osition, expressed in a bill,” Governor 
Candler said. “It is as clear cut @ 
proposition as could be made. The state 
has proposed to build a new depot on the 
present site in Atlanta, provided the 
railroads pay into the state tredsury 
annually 6 per cent. on the cost of the 
structure. This is as definite and busi- 
ness-like a proposition as could be made, 
it appears to me. It is the only prop- 
osition that can be made, for its terms 
are expressed in an act of the legisia- 
ture, and only the legislature can change 
it. If the railroads want any different 
sort of a proposition, they can only get 
it from another legislature, and that 
will delay the matter a year. As the 
matter stands now they can only accept 
or reject the proposal that has been 
made them. 

“T confess I do not understand the 
reasons for the delay of the railroads in 
coming to some conclusion as to what 
they intend to do in the matter. Next 
Monday it will have been four weeks 
since the_commission met, and there has 
been only “one reply, that of the Nash-’ 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louls. “But 
about that I can give nothing out until’ 
the commission meets.” 

What Is the Trouble? 

The Constitution stated some time ago 
that the Nashville, Chattanooga and St, 
Louis, the lessee of the Western and 
Atlantic, had decided it would accept 
the state’s proposal with referenc® to the 
building of a new depot, provided the” 
other railroads would continue to pay it. 
the same rental they are now paying; 
namely, $30,000 a year. 

“Tl have heard it rumored,” sald a well- 
known railroad man yesterday, “that 
there are some differences between the 


Southern and the Nashville, Chattanooga 


and St. Louis, and this may account for 
the delay in answering the letters of t 
commission. 
“The Southern now pays the Nashvyito, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis $15,000 of the 


$20,000 annual rental that it receives from 


the roads. The Central and the Georgia 
pay nothing. As I understand the propo- 
sition of the Nashville, Chattanooga and. 
St. Louis, if you have it correct, it w:

-Velopments came at the close of this 
evening's session of the trial of Albert 


T. Patrick, charged. with murdering W. 
M: Rice. The will made by Mr. Rice in 
£96. was-admitted in. evidence. 
a triumph for the prosecution. The will 
has been offered more than twehty times 
and each timue has been barred because 
of the determined stand taken by the 
defense. 

On the other hand, the defense scored 
a telling point when William M. Rice, 
nephew of the millionaire, admitted that 
by the 1896 will he was bequeathed the 
24,000 indebtedness and that he and nine 
other heirs had signed an agreement with 
the trustees of the Rice institution where- 
by the heirs would get $75,000 altogether 
if the 1895 will were probated. 

In other respects the hearing was with- 
out any particular feature of iXfterest, 
except when William L. Jones, a bkother 
of Charies F. Jones, the valet accused of 
being in complicity with Patrick, 
called. The prosecution failed to - 
vince Recorder Goff that the proper Pe ona 
dation had been laid for the questions 
asked the witness by Mr. Osborne, for tha 
prosecution. . “ 
Jones was therefore passed for the 
present, after answering a few questions, 
apparently of not vital importance. 
Henry Oliver, of Montreal, formerly 
general manager of the Merchants and 
Planters’ Company, of Houston, Tex.., 
testified to the connection of Mr. Rice 
with the cil company. He said that just 
before Mr. Rice's death the company 
drew a draft on him for a large sum of 
money to be used at the works of the 
company. The purpose gf this testimony 
was to suoOw that Mr. Rice had intended 
to pay this draft on the day of his death 
but the draft was not admitted in evi- 
dence.

GIVE FILIPINOS 
A FAIR CHANCE 


With That for a Text, Mr. 
Morgan, of Alabama, Ad- 
dresses Senate. 


NO POLITICAL PHASE -—. 
| OF QUESTION TOUCHED 


SZorgan Ihsists That There Should 
Be No Discrimination Against 
the Islands in Tariff Legis- 
lation—Praise the Late 
President. 


Wasnington, January 21.—An extended 
speech upon the pending Philippine tariff 
bill was delivered in the senate today by 
Mr. Morgan, of Alabama. While he dis- 
cusfed in a genertl way the _ pending 
meesure, he devoted his attention par- 
ticularly to an amendment to it whicna 
he offered last week. He maintained 
that the enactment of the bill as it stands 
now would not be a constitutional remedy 
for the evil which the measure is de- 
signed to relieve, but with the adoption 
of his amendment the bill would stand 
the closest scrutiny of the courts. The 
Alabama senator did not discuss the po- 
litical phases of the Philippine guestion, 
devoting his entire speech to a consider- 
ation of the legal and constitutional ques- 
tions raised by the presentation of the 
tarift measure, 

An hour and a half was devoted to con- 
sideration of a measur: prvuviding for the 
increase of the salaries of judges of 
United States courts, but no action was 
taken on the bill. The tll was opposed 
by Senators Berry, of Arkansas, and 
Blackburn, of Kentucky, the former say- 
ing many people thought the justices 
were not worth 310,000 a year. Senators 
Spooner, of Wisconsin; McComas, of 
Maryland; Frawley, of Connecticut, and 


Fairbanks, of Indiana, supported the 
measure, 


Morgan on the Philippines. 
When the Philippine tariff bill 


was 


dressed &he senate. He said he had not 
heard as yet any objection to the tariff 
that is proposed to be laid, and took it 
for granted that the tariff was just and 
necessary.: He argued that congress had 
no constitutional authority to levy a dis- 
criminating tariff upon imports or ex- 
ports between the United States and the 
Philippines. 

.“T beHeve in the doctrine of’ tree trade 
in ali parts of the United States, whether 
covered by the constitution, the flag, or 
both,” he said, and contended that an 
«export duty is plainly forbidden, even 
though in the cas: of the Philippines the 


duty was levied here. 
Speaking of the claims which had been 


made that there was no lawful govern- 
ment in the Philirpines. Mr. Morgan with 
great earnestness said there is a govern- 
ment there, and, he was glad to say, a 
very good government, suitable to the 
character of those people and the circum- 
stances in wlich we found them, 

It would advance the estimate of the 
Filipitics for the United States if they 
could have a delegate in congress as in 
the case of Hawaii, said Mr. Morgan. 
This, he thought, would be no violation of 
the ccnstitution. 

Tribute to McKinley. 

Mr. Morgan, in referring to the work of 
the Philippine commission, their personal- 
ity and abijiTy, paid a tribute to the late 
President McKirley, who, he said, was 
the happiest man in the world in making 
selections of men for responsible posi- 
tions, who always could be relied upon to 
do the right thing at the right time and 
in the right way. 

Mr. Morgan pleaded for a government 
in the Philippines which could be prepared 
at all times to meet emergencies in ac- 
cordance with the laws of the United 
States, because, he said, there may be a 
time when ‘he Philippines are cut off 
from cable communication with this coun- 
try. He urged the establishment of an 
executive department for the control of 


the islands. 

In concluding Mr. Morgan said that he 
had purposely refrained from referring 
to any political phase of this question; 
ne urged the addition of his amendment, 
‘but,’’ he said, ‘if the bill stards as it is, 
and will break the uniformity of taxation 
in the Philippines, I shall feel that the 
constituticr has been violated.’’ 

At one point Mr. Tillman asked: “Did 
you say we are in the Philippines with 
the consent of those people?’ 

Mr. Morgen replied that he did not pro- 
pose to be interrupted just for the 
amusement of the senator frem South 
Carolina. . 

After an executive. session, the senate 
adjourned until Monday. 


TAFT ON THE PHILIPPINES. 


Civil Governor Before the Senate In- 
vestigating Committee. 

Washington, January 31.—The investiga- 
tion into the conditions in the Philippine 
archipelago apropos of the effort to se- 
cure legislation for the government of 
those islands was begun by the s¢chatg 
committee on the Philippines today. “Ww. 
H. Taft, civil governor of the archipelago, 
was the first witness called. 

Governor Taft said that in all the 
Filipino or Christisn prcvinces there is a 
form of civil government. There are 
thirty-four of these provinces.

)MAKING FACES AT SENATE 


House Is Preparing To Resist At- 
tack on Prerogatives. 
» . 


RO CHANGES IN TARIFFS 


—— 


House Contends Senate Cannot, Even 
|} by Treaties, Alter the Exist- 
ing Law. 


Wahington, January 31.—The house to- 
day prepared to defend itself against 
what it considers the threatened invasion 
by the senate de its prerogative in the 
matter of revenue legislation by direct- 
ing the ways and means committee to 
investigate-the subject and report to the 
house its conclusions. The action of the 
house wag the outgrowth of the agita- 
tion in the senate of the claim that rec- 
iprocity treaties affecting the customs 
revenues can be negotiated without the 
concurrence of the house. 

The resolution adopted was the Taw- 
ney resolution. It was-reported to the 
house by Mr. Dalzell, from the commit- 
tee on rules, | 

Mr. Dalzell said that the question in- 
volved one of the highest and most 
Sacred privileges’ of the house. As it 
concerned thé relations between the two 
houses, he thought action shoud be 
deliberately taken after the subject had 
been considered by a committee. 

Unanimous for Resolution. 

Mr. Underwood was a member of the 
committee on rules who joined Mr, Dal- 
zell in urging the adoption of the res- 
olution. The settlement of the disputed 
question in favor of the house, he said, 
was necessary if the lower house ex- 
pected to preserve its constitutional pre- 
rogative. 

The resolution was adopted without 
division. | 

Mr. Dalzell followed this resolution 
with another from the same committee, 
to make the oleomargarine bill a special 
order for Monday next to continue until 
disposed of. 

Mr. Richardson, of Tennessee, the mi- 
nority leader, saw no reason why this 
piece of legislation should be picked out 
and given priority over other pills. 

Mr. Underwood, of Alabama, was op- 
posed to the proposed legislation and 
said that its opponents should begin the 
fight now on the adoption of the special 
order, 

Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohio, also declared 
himself uncompromisingly opposed to the 
proposed legislation. 

On roll call the special order was adopt- 
ed 132 to 71. 

Mr. Richardson, of ‘Tennessee, present- 
ed aS a matter of privilege a resolution 
reciting the pendancy in the senate of 
commercial treaties and bills affecting 
customs duties and revenues and de- 
Claring it to be the sense of the house 
that such treaties and: bills invaded one 
of the highest prerogatives of the house. 

Must Wait for Invasion. ~* 


Mr. Payne, the majority leader, made 
the point of order that ‘the resolution 
was not privileged. He contended that 
until the senate actually sent to the 
house 4 bill or negotiated a treaty which 
invaded the rights of the house nothing 
had been done which constituted a mat- 
ter of privilege here. Mr. Payne inci- 
dentally declared he agreed with Mr. 
Richardson that the senate coald not 
invade the privileges of the house. 

Speaker Henderson called Mr. Richard- 
son's attention to the fact that a threat 
to infringe was not an infringement. 

Mr. Richardsén irrged strongly that it 
was time to meet the issue. The claim 
was being set up on the floor of the 
senate that certain things eould be done. 
Was the house to wait until a treaty 
had actually been negotiated in which 
tariff rates fixed by congress were up- 
rooted? 

‘Would such a declaration control the 
senate or any of its members?’ asked 
Mr. Jenkins (republican), of Wiscdnsin. 

“Perhaps not,’’ replied Mr. Richard- 
son, ‘“‘but we should assert our position.”’ 

Mr. Tawney (republican) of Minnesota 
urged that more would be accomplished 
by allowing the ways and means com- 
mittee to report upon his resolution after 
due investigation of the law than by 
the addition of a simple declaration now, 


No Actual Assault Yet. 


Speaker Henderson pointed out that 
Mr. Richardson's resolution did not con- 
tain a single averment that there had 
been an actual assault on tye rights of 
the house and ruled that the resolution 
was not privileged. In doing so, he call- 
ed attention to the fact that under the 
threat of such invasion the house today 
had taken action to investigate the sub- 
ject that it might be qualified and equip- 
ped with argument if the issue were 
presente later. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, of New York, called up 
his resolution to call upon the secretary 
of interior to transmit to the house all 
orders issued and resolutions promul- 
gated by him or any of his subordinates 
regarding the issufng or withholding of 
rations from Indians, together with such 
reports and documents in his office re- 
lating thereto, and it was adopted. The 
resolution is designed to ascertain the 
truth of current reports regarding orders 
issued by Commissioner Browning rela- 
tive to Indian children «who do not at- 
tend government schools. The -fouse 
then passed five private claim bills of 
western New York interest and at 4:10 
p. m. adjourned.

CONGRESS COMES TO CLOSE 


Pan-Americans Are Ready To Leave 
Mexico City. 


ARBITRATION IS ADVANCED 


That Achievement Pringpal” Tri- 
umph of Congress—Summasy 
of Work Accomplished. 


Mexico City, January 31.—In closing the 
Pan-American. conference this afternoon 
Ignacio Mariscal, minister of foreign af- 
fairs of the Mexican government, said in 
part: 


“Overcoming the most serious difficul- 
ties you have successfully reached the 
goal of your labors and throughout your 
discussions you have displayed the dis- 
tinguished -courtesy that was to be ex- 
pected from the chosen representatives of 
the governments of America. Receive on 
this account the cordial felicitations of 
the Mexican government. 

‘But more than this you have done. For 
reasons more momentous you deserve the 
congratulations not only of the Mexican 
government, but of all lovers of moral 
promises and justice. You have advanced 
in practice the great principle of arbitra- 
tion, the peaceful and educational solu- 
tion of international controversies so as 
to render less frequent the barbarous ap- 
peal to force. Te; delegaticns reached gn 
agreement and signed a treaty of comp4l- 
sory arbitration with exceptions similar 
to those that figured in the Washington 
treaty which miscarried in 1890, a fate 
which we may reasonably hope is not 
reserved for the present convention. 

“Nevertheless this is not the principal 
triumph obtained in the matter of arbi- 
tration. That triumph is undoubtedly the 
unanimous eement of all of the dele- 
gations in spite of their apparently radi- 
cai divergence as to the application of 
that great principle, to submit for settle- 
ment to the permanent arbitration court 
of The Hague all controversies that may 
arisé among the governments of America, 
due to the claims of private individuals 
for indemnities and damages. As those 
claims, at least in America, and in cases 
where powerful naticns are involved, are 
without question the most frequent source 
of international controversies, the im- 
portance of this achievement, cannot be 
doubted. When the convention in ques- 
tion once comes into force those com- 
rlaints and. claims, which most inflame 
the miftds of statesmen and embitter in- 
ternational relatior.s, will be settled 
peacefully in the manner dictated by 
equity and the highest considerations of 
expediency. 

“Finally you have unanimously agreed 
to recognize thé prirciples proclaimed by 
The Hague peace conference and are pre- 
pared to become parties to the conven- 
tions eoncluded by that conference. And 
in order to secure admittance to one of 
them you have empowered the govern- 
ments of the United States and Mexico. 
who are among the signatory powers to 
conduct the negotiations which such ad- 
mittance entail; by this means all our 
sister nations of America will secure, 
among other advantages a clear right to 
appeal] to the eminent court established 
at the capital of The Netherlands, when- 
ever they may desire that it should ad- 
judicate their controversies. In this re- 
spect you have followed the wize suc- 
gestion of the Washington government.” 

The minister here went on to enumerate 
the work of the conference in other lines 
cutsidé of arbitration and thanked the 
Pan-American conference for its practicel 
results in the face of what téeemed in- 
superable obstacles. Continuing, Mr. 
Mariscal said: 

“Let us congratulate ourselves on the 
fact that this conference, in spite of its 
extremely delicate mission, has given rise 
te no conflicts in the true sense of the 
word. If at times the threatening clouds 
derkened your horizon, they were sopn 
dispelled by the potent Influence of rea- 
son by which you have all been guided 
and your labors have cceme to an end in 
the midst of serenity and peace. Mexico 
feels satisfied for she had sought no other 
reward for hor efforts.” 

The minister ccncluded with the hope 
that all the delegates after returning to 
their native lands would retain a kindly 
thought for Mexico. 

‘@ nediately after the closing session 
the delegates were received by President. 
Diaz, who congratulated them upon the 
cminently practical result of their labors, 
and expressed the hope that each dele- 
gate upon returniug to this country would 
be the herald of peace and American 
ccnfraternity. The delegates are begin- 
ning to leave fast Those who do not 
leave for their respective countries will 
depart on Mcnday night for a trip to 
Guadalajara and Monterey as the’guests 
respectively, cf the governor of the states 
of Jalisco and Nuevo Leon.

ISLAND FACES TOTAL RUIN 


Appeal States That It Is a Ques- 
| tion of Life or Death 
for People.

New York, January 31.—The Merchants 
Association of New York has received 
from the board of merchants of Matan- 
zas, Cuba, a circular setting forth the 
conditions existing on the island. 

The circular is dated January 24, 192, 
and is signed by the president and mem- 
bers of the board. It is in part as 7ol- 
lows: 

“From the beginning of last December 
the situation here, as a natural outcome 
of the extremely low value of sugar. has 
assumed so gloomy en aspect that noth- 
ing but the immediate application of tariff 
concessions to our preducts on their be- 
ing imported into the United States, 
could save the country from a tremen- 
dous crisis, followed by its total ruin. 

“There seems to be a wrong impression 
in the states that Cuba is still possessed 
of sufficient wealth to enable her to tide 
over her present troubles. This is not 
the case. The condition of affairs here 
is reaching such a climax that the Cuban 
economical problem can ne longer te 
looked at with indifference in the states. 
It has already become a question of hu- 
manity; it is either the life or death of a 
deserving people which is at stake. 

“With the collapse of our sugar indus. 
try, from which all the inhabitants de- 
rive their living, a future of starvation 
and misery will lie before them, and this 
is why so deep a feeling of consternation 
is spreacing all over the island and all 
thoughts, all expectancies, ere turned to- 
ward your country gs the only quarter 
from which may come the word that 
will dispel at all that painful suspense. 

“Our crop operations are being carried 
on in so dejected a fashion that serious 
misgivings are entertained that they will 
have to be discontinued in many districts 
if the present alarming ‘situation is not 
attended to. Values are so much below

NEAR A MILLION 
~—INFIERY RUINS 


Norfolk Writhes in Grasp: of 
Blazing Tempest 


‘Atlantic Hotel, Columbia Office 
Building, Albemarle Flats and 
Block of Stores in Center 
of City Are Swept 
Away. 


Norfolk, January 31.—A heap of smok- | 
ruins.is all tl.at remains today of the 
Atlantic hotel, the Columbia office build- 
ing which adjoined the hotel, the Albe- 
marle flats, and a blcck of stores in the 
center of the city. 

The conflagration, one of the greatest 
in the huastory of -.orfolk, broke out 
shortly before 2 o’clock this morning 
and when finally subdued, nearly $1,000,- 
000 worth of property had been destroy- 
ed. The loss, estimated at $900,000, is 
believed to be about half covered by in- 
surance. 

The flames started in the Columbia, 
which is the largest but one of Nor- 
folk’s office buildings. It was a struc- 
ture six stories high and was built in 
1892 by Davis Lowenberg, its owner. The 
fire was first discovered at 1:55 o'clock 
this morning and shortly aft®r over 
1,000 gallons of whisky stored in the 
building exploded with terrific force, 
tearing out the front wall. The fire- 
men were driveg back by the explosion | 
an& before they could get a stream of 
‘water ‘on the flames the entire building 
‘was afite. 

Hardly fifteen minutes later the north 
wall, which was over 75 feet high, fell 
in, completely destroying the home of 
the Virginia Club, which adjoins the 
Dbullding on the north. 

All Guests Are Aroused. 

From the outset it was evident that 
the immense Atlantic hotel was doom- 
ed. J. Hull Davidson, its owner, per- 
seonally made the rounds of the rooms 
and, added by his assistants, aroused 
the guests in the building. To this 
is due the fact that so far as known 
no life was lost, although about 300 
people were asleep in the hotel when 
the alarm was sounded. The little army 
of half-dressed men and women, refugees 
‘from the flames, elbowed their way 
through the crowded streets. In their 
hands they carried such clothes as they 
were able to save in their flight. 

The flames soon spread to the five- 
story building of the Albemarle apartment 
house, opposite the Virginia Club, which 
was quickly destroyed, and then to the 
entire block facing the Atlantic anc run- 
ming from Plume to Majin streets. With- 
in an hour this block was consumed. 

The flames were finally subdued through 
the hard work of:the fire department and 
the shifting of the wind, which veered 

_to the northeast just as the fire. had 
gotten a grasp on the big department 
Store of Watt, Rettew & Clay. Live 
coals rained on the Merchants and Min- 
ers’ and the Bay Line ware houses, the 
piers and the wholesale notion store 
buildings of Talbott, Dodson & Grandy, 
and driving the Western Union operators 
from their offices in the Dodson build- 
fing. <All these structures were saved. 

The fire was subdued at 5 o'clock 
this morning. The origin of the fire is 
unknown. 

The Discovery of Blaze. 

The blaze was first discovered in 
Brown's cafe, which occupied half of the 
Columbia building, by a policeman, who 
immediately’ gent &n an alarm The 
whisky which exploded was in this cafe, 
All of the Atlantic hotel guests escaped, 
thovgh J. O. Ready, of Brooklyn, N. 
Y., had a close call. The Watt, Rettew 
& Clay building was saved, although the 
@tock was damaged by water. - 

While in most cases valuable private 
papers were saved, a large quantity 
of personal property of unknown value

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JUDGE BLANDFORD 
CLAIMED BY DEATH 


Distinguished Columbus Citizen Dies 
Suddenly at His Home. 


WAS A VETERAN OF TWO WARS 
\ 
Formerly Member of Oonfederate 
~ Congress, One of Georgia’s Best 
Known Lawyers and an 
ex-Justice of the Su- 
preme Bench. 


Columbus, Ga., January 31.—(Spectal.)- 
Judge Mark H. Blandford, one of Colum- 
bus’ mest distinguished citizens, died 
suddenly today at noon at his residence 
in Wynnton. He was an ex-justice of the 
Georgia supreme court, a,veteran of the 
Mexican and civil wars, an ex-member 
cf the confederate congrese, and one of 
the most widely known lawyers in weor- 


gia. 

While Judge Blandford had been in 
feeble health for the past few years, he 
has not been confined to his home. He 
was at the court house day before yester- 
day as a witness in a case. 

Mark H. Blandford was born in Warren 
county, Georgia, July 13, 1826. His father 
was Clark Blandford, who was the tirst 
clerk of the superior court of Harris 
county. Judge Blandford was raised in 
Jones county and studied law at Clinton 
with the late Colonel Robert U. Harde- 
men.” He was admitted to the bar in 
Jones county dy 2 special act of the legis- 
lature, owing to the fact that he was a 
minor at the time. . 

Was in Mexican War. 

He volunteered and entered the Mexti- 
can war in the regiment of the late Col- 
énel Henry R. Jackson. He retufned 
from the war and in 1847 settled at Ham- 
iiton for the practice of law. The next 
vear he removed to Buena Vista, where 
he.remained until the war broke out Le- 
tween the states. He commanded a com- 
pany from Marion county, in the Twelfth 
Georda regiment, and was afterwards 
colonél and leutenant colonel. 

He lost his right arm in the battle of 
McDowell, Va., after which he entered 
the confederate congress and defeated 
Colonel Hines Holt. He remained a 
member of this congress until the close 
of the war, when he returned to Buena 
Vista and resumed the practice of his 
profession. 

In 1868 he came to Columbus and formed 
a copartnership with the late Colonel 
Beverly A. Thornton. Later he was as- 
sociated with Captain Reese Crawfor.1. 
He next formed a copartnership with 
Hon. Louis F.. Garrard, which was <on- 
tinued until 1882, when he was elected 
assoclate justice of the supreme court of 
Georgia, which place fie held for the fol- 
lowitg eight years. He then returnai to 
Columbus and formed a partnership with 
Hon. Thomas W. Grimes. This firm was 
continued until the death of Judge Bland- 
ford today. 

Eminent as a Lawyer. 

Judge Blandford was one of the most 
profound lawyers in Georgia, an. hie de- 
cisions vhile an associate justice rank 
with the best. Judge Blandford possessed 
a rich sense of humor, a rare ‘vein of 
which runs through some of his decisi :ns. 
He was a noted story téler and pos- 
sessed a wonderful memory. He was a 
generous, noble-hearted man, and was 
esteemed and beloved all over Georgia by 
bench and ber. 

_ Judge Blandford hed long been a suf- 
ferer with asthma ard was confined to 


trouble. 

He is survived by two sors, Robert H. 
and John Blandford, and one daughter, 
Miss Lucy Blandford. He is als sur- 
vived by one-sister, Mies Carrie Bland- 
ford, and several grandchii€ren. 

A meeting of the Columbus bar has 
been called for tomorrow to iake action 
upon Judge Blandford’s death. Th» fu- 
neral will be held from Judge Blandf -rd’s 
late residence tomorrow. 


King Oil on the Ocean. 
(From The Buffalo News.) 


Recently The News called attention to 
the arrival in Philadelphia of the steam- 
ship Clam of the Shell line, the first 
steamer to cross the Atlantic with crude 
oil for fuel. It is found by the managers 
that in. burning oil “the ships use, pound 
for pound, from 35 to 50 per cent or from 
one-third to one-half, less fuel, at a re- 
duction of cost per ship, for fuel alone, 
of from $17 to $25 a day. With oil a 3,500-ton 
ship requires three stokers .as against 


kGighteen to twenty-one on a coal burner, 


wile the incidental advantages are a 
much reduced space requirement for fuel 
end a consequent increase for cargo, 
greater average speed from steadiness of 
fire and steam-making, and cleanliness 
of the ship, there being almost no smoke 
and absolutoly no cicders and grit.

Jackson, Miss., Janyary 31.—(Special.)— 
It has been proven beyond hardly any 
question of doubt that the penitentiary 
investigation committee will not be able 
to substantiate the grave charges of cor- 
ruption and mismanagement brought 
against Warden Parchman. This has been 
brought out clearly in the testimony of 
the twelve witnesses who have been 
placed on the stand, none of whom have 
adduced evidence of an absolute nature 
detrimental to the character or official 
conduct of the warden. The testimony of 
Commissioner Kincannon, on which the 
committee had hoped to prove much, was 
largely of a hearsay nature. That of the 
other witnesses has been wholly in favor 
of the warden and credits him with a 
clean record and capable management. 

members of the committee have 
decided to employ another expert ac- 
countant to go over the books of the 
board of control. Two expert examinations 
have been made within the past five 
years, one since the legislative committee 
was appointed, and no errors of conse- 
quence have been reported. -

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Sources of American Salt. 

Long. before the days of Lot’s wife 
the food of the human family was sea- 
‘goned with salt, and if there is any 
article of domestic necessity with 
which we ought-to be perfectly well 
acquainted it is salt; but we venture 
to say that there are comparatively 
few of our readers who have any defi- 
nite information in regard to .the 
sources from which most of the salt 
used by us on our tables is derived. 

To be as brief as possible, most of 
our American salt is produced from 
brine which is either run into pools 
and evaporated by‘the sun or:sput*into 
reservoirs and boiled down, the brine 
for both processes being derived from 
saline springs or wells which abound 
in many favored localities. Although 
the percentage of, salt in ordinary sea 
water is very large, it is seldom that 
sea water is used in the manufacture 
of commercial salt. Perhaps 75 per 
cent of the salt manufactured in this 
country is derived from brine by 
means of the boiling process, and 
there are many large establishments 
throughout the north and east devoted 
to the manufacture of salt according 
to this formula. What is known as rock 
galt is found in large veins under the 
earth’s surface and is obtained by min- 
ing, as in the case of gold, copper, 
marble and other mineral deposits. 

In 1899 as many as 15,187,819 bar- 
rels of salt were.produced from our 
various American salt industries, as 
follows: 11,733,166 barrels from the 
boiling process, 910,974 barrels from 
the solar process, and 2,543,679 from 
rock salt. Exclusive of this quantity, 
there were about 4,500,000 barrels sold 
as an intermediate product for use in 
the manufacture of chemicals. The 
value of the entire output was approx- 
imately $8,000,000, or less than 50 
cents per barrel. We consumed most 
of this vast quantity of Salt ourselves, 
fhe average amount consumed by each 
‘4ndividual being about sixty pounds.

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The Decision in Schley’s Case. 

President Roosevelt has the right to 
overrule the appeal by Admiral Schley 
and affirm the decision of the late 
court of inquiry. In doing so we doubt 
not the president will act with sincer- 
ity, trusting to the technical validity 
of the conclysions reached by Admirals 
Benham and Ramsay. . 

Nevertheless, whether he decides for 
or against Schley, his decision has al- 
ready been discounted by the public 
convictions of the people. If he should 
hold with Schley, the people will say 
“all right,” but should he agree with 
Lemly and Hanna, the people will sim- 
ply ignore his opinion as they have 
that of the entire naval cabal, and go 
on giving the credit and the glory of 
the victory of Santiago to the fighting 
admiral.

If this congress should conclude 
in its wisdom to take an industry which 
will some day grow to an enormous mag- 
nitude, and choke the life out of it to 
benefit an allen people, you cannot ex- 
pect a single thought of redress. Mark 
you, gentlemen, we will not moan, weep 
and wring our hands with the readiness 
and ease of some of our Latin neighbors, 
we will face the bitterness of the inevit- 
able as Americans always face such 
situations, determined to make the best 
of it, but I shall say to you, and the gen- 
tleman from Kansas will well wunder- 
stand my phrasing, “Ossawattomie 
Brown” is bound to give you_ trouble 
though you rail his coffin down.

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Our Elastic Constitution. 

The New York Sun argues strongly 
against the idea of assembling a na- 
tional convention to tinker with the 
constitution of the United States. 
While our views do not run entirely 
parallel with those of our contempo- 
rary, we yet agree with it on the main 
queston. There is no necessity for 
such a convention. 

The constitution, as framed by the 
‘prescient fathers of the nation, was 
a great document. Mr. Gladstone de- 
clared that it contains the most per- 
fect and superb scheme of government 
ever born from the brains of men. It 
has stood until recently as the su- 
preme classic in the literature of free 
government. Could it have remained 
sacred as the immutable charter be- 
tween the states and the union, ahd as 
the fixed law of obligations by the citi- 
zen and the yey i it would still be 
the sufficient sdlvent for every na- 
tional problem and the self-evident 
standard for the measurement of 
every public policy. | 
. But the constitution no longer is 
unique in those supreme characteris- 
tics. Because it has been so cheerfully 
and radically misused and abused by 
those who should have been its most 
faithful guardians and intrepid de- 
fenders, there are numerous doctrin- 
aires now in the nation who think it 
not amiss that the people should put 
a few extra crimps in the document on 
their own account. It is not strange 
that they should feel that’ way, when 
they regard how the old charter has 
been stretched, distorted and dented 
by the powers that be.

trinaires are wrong. Not wrong 80 
much, perhaps, in what they want as 
in the way of getting what they want. 
They should learn the trick from its 
inventors and then proceed to imitate 
it. The way to change the constitution 
nowadays is not by the processes of 
revision or amendment: All that is 
needed is to get control of the depart- 
ments of the government. Then the 
route and the sailing are as easy as 
in the Chicago drainage canal. 

Whatever is desirable then can be 
put into a bill, passed through con- 
gress, approved by. the president and 
so made law. If anybody kicks, drag 
him up to the supreme court and let 
them solemnly knock him on the head 
with a decision that the act is unques- 
tionably constitutional. In the rare 
event, that the supreme court is not 
reliably partisan enough to do the 
work cut out for it, a smple act in- 
creasing its membership, followed by 
the appointment of the right sort of 
partisan justices, will cure that defect 
in the machinery. The trick has work- 
ed all right heretofore and no man can 
deny that it can be indefinitely re- 
peated. f 

Formerly the constitution was deem- 
ed a plain, perspicuous, easily deter- 
minable document. Doubtful questions 
were laid against it as against a plumb- 
line and were accepted or rejected as 
they agree! with or deviated from that 
standard.

WAS BOOKED FOR ADDRESS 


Diaz Prepared Pamphlets Attacking 
the Catholic Religion — Brun- 
ner Sought the Admiral, 
Told Him and Prevented 
the Address. 


Savannah, Ga., January 31.—(Special.)— 
The Constitution's story of the severance 
of the relations between Rev. A. J. 
Diaz. of Hayana, and the Southern 
Baptist convention, aroused considerable 
interest here. Health Officer Brunner, 
who represented the marine hospital serv- 
ice at Havana after the. Spenish-Amert- 
can war, knew Dr. Diaz quite well. Dr. 
Brunner recalled an experience teday 
in which he got somewhat the, best of 
the reverend gentleman and saved Ad- 
miral Sampson from participating in an 
event which might have proven embar- 
rassing to the United States, 

“While the evacuation commission on 
which Admirf! Sampson served was at 
Havana,” said Dr. Brunner, ‘‘some time 
before the withdraaval of the Spanish, it 
was arranged that the admiral should 
deliver an address from the magnifi- 
cent Gethsemane Baptist church. Be- 
cause of the extreme measures that 
were taken by Dé. Diaz, the pastor, how- 
ever, the address was not delivered. 

“T learned from a representative of The 
New York Herald, then at Havana, that 
the chureh had been decorated with 
American flags and that the pastor had 
prepared pamphlets that attacked the 
Catholic religion with a virulence that 
was astonishing. 

Address Is Cnt Out. 

“T saw thatit would never do for the 
admiral to deliver his address under such 
conditions, for there would have been 
a riot precipitated immediately. I look- 
ed up the admiral and told him about 
it. The address was not made. 

“That was an example of the work 
of the migister. He was much of a pol- 
iticlan ant was arrested by the Spanish 
government,for his attitude. His sedl- 
tious atteradees moved the government 
to his arrest, which was made while 
he was in church conducting services.”+ 

Rev. John D. ‘Jordan, pastor of the 
First Baptist church, of Savannah, knows 
Dr. Diaz personally, and approves of. the 
action of the board. Dr. Jordan says 
the reason for Diaz's: dismissal was hie 
anti-American s@ntiment. ; 
‘While Diag tas advocating the free 
dom of Cuba he was a close friend of 
the Americans,’ said Dr. Jordan. “Now 
he has turned completely about. He Pas 
been Honized so that he has lost his 
head. He wanted to hold property iInde-

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Ab Prospect for Relief from 
Disagreeable Conditions 


Rainfall for the Month of January 
Is Short 2.8Z Inches — Nine 
Rainy Days Are Recorded 
During the Past 
Month. 


The weather forecast for the twenty- 
four hours ding at 8 o'clock tonight, 
folds out no rospect of relief from dis- 
agreeable weather conditions that have 
prevailed for several days past. Rain is 
predicted for tomorrow, with no appre- 
tiable rise or fall in the température. 

If one citizen were to tell another that 
we have had an exceptionally dry and 
Pleasant January, the profhabilities are 
that trouble would follow which the po- 
lice would be called upon to straighten 
out. Yet that is exactly the true state 
of affairs. 

From the ist to the 18th of January 
there was no rain at all, and the average 
rainfall fsr the month of January is 6.71 
Inches. As only 2.8 inches had fallen up 
to last evmiing we were still shy 2.86 
inches of rain for the month. 

The rainfall hap not been nearly as 
heavy as many have imagined. The con- 
ditions have been a sort of cross between 
a fog and rain, which has left the actual 
Tainfall very light. 

During the month just pasf there were 
nine rainy days, and in January, 1899, 
there were fourteen days of appreciable 
rains and four days on which light rains 
fell. 

In January of last year there were 
thirteen rainy days, during which time 
6.9% inches of rain fell, and in January, 
1882, there were twenty-one days on which 


_ fell. 7 

Mr. Marbury Explains. 

In explaining fhe peculiar weather 
which has kept Atlantans guessing for 
several days past Forecaster J. B. Mar- 
bury said yesterday: 


‘‘The earth is surrounded by a strata 


of air which has a succession of hills and 
Valleys. The hills are where thé atmos- 
phere is heavy and the valleys where the 
air is lightest, or the barometer lowest. 
These atmospheric waves move from a 
westerly to an easterly direction, bring- 
fing us under the influence of alternate 
af@as of high and low pressure, and light 
-and héavy atmosphere. The light pres- 
gure areas are called cyclonic storm areas 
on account of the direction of the wind 
which ig drawn into the center of the 
cyclone. The true meaning of the word 
cyclone is not at all in accord with the 
popular meaning. The real meaning of 
‘cyclone’ is simply an area of low barom- 
eter, with the diameter veering from 100 
to 2,000 miles. Within these Ifmits the 
wind may not be moving at a greater ve- 
locity then 10 or 12 miles an flour. The 
mame cyclone is derived from the direc- 
tion of the wihd around tre center of 
the steorm, which is spirally inward, from 
right to left. On the ofher hand the 
area of high barometer, which ig termed 
anti-cyclone storm,is the area fn which 
the atr is heaviest. The winds about the 
center of a high barometer are spirally 
outward from the center, from left to 
right. 

From this {ft can be seen that the 
weather conditions at any point or local- 
ity are dependent in a great measure 
upon the relative positions of high and 
low areas and tracks taken by these 
storms in’ moving across the country. 
During the' past few days the pressure 
has been unevenly distributed. There 
has been a number of smal! areas of 
compressed high and low barometer, the 
highest of which has been over the north 
and northeast, while the low has been 
rather to the south and southwest of 
us. The effect of the high barometer in 
the northeast has been to force in 
moist-laden air from the Atlantic Ocean, 
while the low areas in the west and 
southWest have drawn in ‘warmer cur- 
rents of ‘saturated air from the gulf. 
These two currents meeting, both fully 
charged with moisture, the temperature 
changes have been just sufficient to 
cause slow condensation, resulting in 
dense fogs and rather light rains, 

There cannot be any change. in exist- 
ing weather conditions until the high 
barometer in the northeast disappears 
and the relatively low pressure in the 
west is succeeded by an area of high 
barometer from the dry cold regions of 
the far northwest, and no indication of 
that is now seen. 

The average temperature for the month 
of Janeary, many will be surprised to 
learn, was 2 degrees lower than the 
normal. 

While the fog was not so thick yester- 
day, there was enough of it to add to 
the general unpleasantness of the 
weather. At intervals dufing the day 
and throughout the evening rain fell 
heavily. The streets look as if they 
never could he gotten ‘clean again, and 
it has been suggested that when the 
weather changes. ff it is ever going to, 
the fire department will be called out to 
assist in getting the thick red mud off 
the sidewalks.

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FULTON CLUB 
IN BANKRUPTCY 


Prominent Social Organiza- 
tion Closed by Its Cred- 
itors Yesterday. 


NO REORGANIZATION: 
CLUB DEAD FOR GOOD 


Liabilities $4,500; Assets $4,100. 
Club Has Always Been in Debt. 
Expenses Exceeded Income. 
Paul E. Johnson Is 
Receiver. 


The Fulton Club, which had head- 
quarters Inthe Austell building and was 
one of the best known social organiza- 
tions of the city. was yesterday placed 
in involuntary bankruptcy in the United 
States court. 

Paul E. Johnson, on application of the 
creditors, was appointed receiver, 

The bankruptcy proceedings were filed 
by Attorneys Mason, Hill & McGill, who 
represent Joseph Thompson, the Potts- 
Thompson Liquor Company, the Foote & 
Davies Company, V. A. Sisson and Gar- 
Cla Vega & Carcaba, of St. Augustine, 
Fla. 

Dr. D. 8. Arnold, president of the 
club, stated to a representative of The 
Constitution yesterday that the lIfabili- 
ties of the club were $4.500, while its 
assets amounted to $4,150, leaving a 
shortage of $350. 

The assets of the club consist chiefty 
of furniture in the rooms, billiard ta- 
bles and fixtures. The club also owns 
a handsome piano. The remainder of the 
assets consist in amounts owed by 
members which are considered collect- 
able. In addition, there is considerable 
insolvent indebtedness whi¢h was not 
included in the statement of assets made 
by Dr. Arnold. 

The Fulton Club started in debt, it is 
said, and has been in debt ever since. 
Several efforts have been made ,to square 
it up financially, but all have resulted in 
failure. The monthly expenses of the 
club amounted to from $900 to $1,000, 
while its income was only about $804. 
At this rate the club was rapidly ‘getting 
hopelessly {n debt. 

In order to keep the club going. sev- 
eral of its members got together a few 
days ago and offered to pay the indebt- 
edness on a basis of 25 per cent. It was 
thought that if the old debts were clear- 
ed away and a new deal begun it might 
be possible to run the club successfully. 

This was refused by the creditors. Mat- 
ters were brought to a climax when a 
distress warrant was levied by the man- 
no od of the Austell building Thursday 
right. 

There will be no attempt at a reorgani- 
zation of the club.

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MAY GET PAY | 
DESPITE RAIN 


Flushers Now Not Entitled to 
Money During Wet 
Weather. 


DR. PIERCE PLANS TO PUT 
MEN ON WEEKLY SALARY 


Health Board Authorizes Health 
Officer Kennedy To Employ a 
Clerk Who Will Receive 
$50 Each Month for 
His Services. 


If Alderman Pierce’s plans prove suc- 
cessful the flushers of the sanitary de- 
partment will not be put to the necessity 
of graying for fair weather. In future 
they may get their pay rain or shine. 

When it rains these men cannot draw 
their dally stipend of $1.50 under existing 
rules of the board of health, and, as a 
consequence, a week of inclement weather 
makes a big hole in their salary. Dr. 
Pierce, who, as chairman of the council 
committee on sanitary affairs, is a mem- 
ber of the health board, proposes to re- 
lieve the situation. 

During the meeting of the board last 
evening he introduced a resolution pro 
viding that the salaries of all the flushers 
be fixed at $1.50 a day, except the fore- 
man, who is to get $2, and that each is to 
be paid in weekly payments just the same 
as the regular inspectors of the depart- 
ment. 

Acoording to the resolution, when it 
rains and the flushers cannot attend tv 
their regular duties, the chief of the sani- 
tary department ig, authorized to assign 
them to special duty so they may all be 
entitled to a full week's pay. 

May Be Adopted. 

In accordance with a rule of the board 
the resolution will remain on the table 
until the next regular meeting before De- 
ing acted upon. 

From remarks made by members dur- 
ing the meeting it is highly probable that 
the resolution will be adopted. Alderman 
Pierce said, when he introduced the pa- 
per, that the plan now in force was one 
which worked a great hardship on the 
flushers. Other members expressed them- 
selves in much the same terms. There are 
six flushers in the department at present. 

During the meeting Health Officer Ken- 
nedy was authorized to appoint a clerk, at 
a monthly salary of $50, whose duty it 
will be to remain in the health officer’s 
office all day to answer calls and keep up 
the records of the department. These 
records are now under the care of the 
health officer. 

Prevision for this clerk was made in a 
resolution introduced by Dr. Benson at 
the last meeting of the board. The origi- 
nal paper called for a salary of $4 a 
month, but this was amended on motion 
of Mr. Carter, who said that a competent 
man should certainly receive at least $50 
a month for his services. 

Dr. Bizzell opposed creating the office cf 
clerk. He said he felt that the health 
officer should have an assistant, but he 
did question the legal right of the board 
to make provision for the office. He 
wanted to have the matter passed upon 
by council first. 

Wanted Council’s Approval. 

Mr. Mangum took much the same view 
and suggested that one of the inspecturs 
be detailed to attend to-the clerk’s work 
until council] should have acted. Dr. Ben- 
son’s resolution was adopted, however, 
and Dr. Kennedy will appoint his clerk 
either today or Monday. 

The rules governing the health officer, 
as adopted by council, were announced to 
be of force and in future Dr. Kennedy 
will have complete charge of the work of 
looking after the contagious and infec- 
tious diseases in the city, assisted by in- 
spectors from the department, who will 
be under his direction. While the dis- 
cussion was in progress Dr. Benson told 
of a case where a room had been fumi- 
gated in a rather lax manner, and this 
brought from Dr. Bizzell the remark that 
those in charge of the work should be re- 
quired to hew to the line. 

Dr. Richardson said he knew it was thé 
sense of the board that the health officer 
had done his full duty and that the board 
had possibly been derelict in not putting 
Dr. Kennedy in complete charge of the 
work before this. 

The board disposed of a small amount 
of routine business.

AN ZI-TRUST LAW AMENDED. 


Convicted Corporations: Must Forfeit 
10 Per Cent of Capital. 
Jackson, Miss., January 31.—(Special.)— 
The lower house passed an amendment to 

the Cox anti-trust law this afternoon. 

It provides that corporations convicted 
of violation shall forfeit 10 per cent of 
their capital stock, 50 per cent of which 
shall be paid to the person filing the in- 
formation, 20 per cent to the attorney 
general or district attormey who prose- 
cutes the suit and the remaining 30 per 
cent to the state. Suit may be brought 
without bond. 

The amendment will meet with strong 
opposition in the senate, as it is feared 
that it will result in wholesale and in- 
discriminate prosec’ tion.

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HE general presentments of the 
a Fulton county grand jury for the 

fall term, 1901, were yesterday 
morning returned to Judge J. H. Lump- 
kin,- of the superior court. The report 
shows that the grand jury has be21 en- 
ergetic and has made a thorough inspec- 
tion of all of the details of the county 


government. 
One of the most important features of 


the presentments is that in reference to 
the investigation into rumors of corrup- 
tion in municipal affairs, in regard to the 
granting of street railway franchises. 
The grand jurors report that they heard 
evidence from a number of witnesses, 
but that they were advised by the s0- 
licitor general that sufficient proof had not 
been submitted on which to base the re- 
turn of a true bill cr special presentment. 
This will likely enéd the agitation of the 
matter, 

The presentments contain an important 
recommendation, to the effect that all 
county officials be placed on salary and 
the fee system abolishei Such reform 
would save to the county many thou- 
sands of dollars every year, it is stated. 
The jurors also report that they scer- 
tained that it is the general opinion that 
many persons are drawing pensions ijlle- 
gally. The presentments show the county 
offices to be in good condition, and. the 
judges and other county officials are 
commended for their satisfactory work. 

The presentments follow in full: 

To the Honorable J. H. Lumpkin, Judge of the 
Superior Court, Atlanta Circuit: 

We, the grand jury, sworn and empaneled 
for the fall term, 490/, Fuiton superior court, 
respectfully submit the following general pre- 
sentments, based, in part, on the reports of 
the various committees appointed, which re- 
ports are hereto attached for reference: 


Roads and Bridges. 


The roads of the county were found to 
be, with few exceptions, in good condition, 
and with a continuation of the excellent work 
done during the past few years they will in 
time compare favorably with those in any 
section of the country. -We recommend and 
strongly urge upon the’ county commissiorers 
thé necessity of having a paved road of easy 
grade extending from the city of Atlanta to 
the Roswell bridge. 
condition ae far as Buckhead, 
mend that the county commissioners select 
the most available route from Buckhead to 
the Roswell bridge, and then grade and pave 
Same as rapidly as practicable. Something 
like 3 miles of road could be completed each 
year, and in this way, within four or five 
years, the whole road could be constructed. 
A road of this kind would be of immense 
value to the whole- of the upper pert of the 
county. With the exception of the Peachtree 
road from Buckhead to the DeKalb county 
line, very little public work of anv kind hrs 
been done in that part of the county above 
Buckhead for many years past, and we feel 
that the section in question deserves a first- 
class road throveh to Roswell bridge, , such 
as we have indicated. We recommend that 
the work on the Howell's Mill road be com- 
pleted as soon -as possible, this road “heing 
in very bad condition where it crosses Peach- 
tree creek. The grand jury would recommend 
that the Marietta road, just beyond the Ex- 
position mills, be at once put in good condi- 
tion, this section of said road being greatly 
in need of attention on account of the change 
in grade of the streef railroad. We also 
recommend that the short section of Plaster’s 
Bridge road, extending from Ptedmont park 
to the Bonlevard. be put in good condition. 
P The bridges of the county, with few ex- 
ceptions, were found to be in ego01 condition, 
but several bridees are in reed of tmmediate 
repairs. The bridge on the Mavaon & Turner’s 
Ferry road’. just bevond the city stables; the 
large bridge on the covntv line road: the 
bridge on the Plaster’s Bridge road, fust he- 
vond Piedmont park: and the bridge over 
Nance’s creek on the Stenhen’« Mill road, be: 
tween the Peachtree road a® the Roewell 
road, are all in need of attention. We recom- 
mend that the countv commisstoners have the 
members of the county nolice force to inspect 
all of the bridges of the. rountv.. except, of 
couree, the very «mall ones, at least once everv 
month. The bridwem eonld bh = Aistributet 
emorne the severa] members of the force, and 
it would he a comperatively easv matter to 
have every brifes tm fhe county § tnenected 
onee every month. We recommend that the 
members of the police force render a writ- 
ten report to the countv commissioners cov~ 
erine each Inspection made. The erand jury 
conelders this a matter of the greatest im- 
rortance.

Convict Camps. 


The several convict camps were found to be 
in good eondition, clean. and well cared for; 
the prisoners are treated humanely, yet as 
prisoners. The food furnished them is health- 
ful, nutritious and wholesome. Much credit 
is due Captain Donaldeon, the superintendent, 
for his efficient management of the camps 
and convicts. 


Charitable Institutions. 


The buildings and grounds at the alms 
house and female convict camp are well kept; 
sanitary arrangements being properly looked 
after. The inmates are as follows: White 

18: white females, 12: colored males, 
females, 12: chaingang women, 
22: total 77: average monthly number, 80. 
The appropriation for the year ending Octo- 
ber |, I901, was $6,574, a portion of which 
was used for permanent !{mprovements, the 
average monthly cost teing $5 to $6 per head. 
The convict women work on neighboring pub- 
lic roads, and together with the inmates of 
the poor house raise farm and garden prod- 
ucts, The county appropriated for other char- 
ities as follows: ‘Carrie Steele’’ orphanage, 
$864: Florence Crittenton home, $480: Home 
for Friendless, $1,856: to pauper veterans and 
other paupers, $1,177: the total] amount al- 
most equaling the total for the public alms 
house, and we sugeest that the county com- 
missioners consider the advisability of using 
this fund for a proper annex to the alms 
house, in order to have said fund expended 
under the direct control and authority of the 
county, and upon inmates accepted by the 
ccunty commissioners, unless the above-named 
charitable organizations make full showing 
for said expenditures, and allow the county 
the privilege of sending a certain number 
of inmates to eacn place each year. 


Building and Grounds. 


We find the jail in clean condition, and it 
seems to be wel) regulated as far a> the pris- 
oners are concerned. We urge that particular 
attention be paid by the officers in charge 
to cleanliness throughout the entire bullding. 
We recommend that all prisoners now confined 
in jail and those hereafter received, be prompt- 
ly vaecinated. We understand that the gov- 
ernment prisoners will be removed to the fed- 
eral prison by the first of February. The 
court house is in good condition, except that 
‘n the new annex some rlastering is breaking 
and wainscoting springing, and in one or two 
rooms the floors seem to be sink- 
ing or springing. We recommend

that the court rooms as well as the 
entire building be kept in more cleanly and 
presentable condition. We found the Crit- 
tenton home, the Home for the Friend:ess and 
her charitable institutions well conducted. 
fe recommend that certain needed repairs 
at the Crittenton home be made at the joint 


expense of the county and city. We refer es-* 


pecially to the plumbing and plastering in 
different rooms, The Carrie Steele orphanage 
appears to be well conducted, and the inmates 
attentively cared for. 


Reformatory and Farm. 


In the farm, just below Hapeville, we find 
substantial improvements, planned and built 
with special reference to the purpose for 
which they are to be used. Before the con- 
tracts were let, members of the board of 
county commissioners visited similar insti- 
tutions throughout the country, and the coun- 
ty has received the benefit of their Iinvesti- 
gation. The main building: ie a well built, 
brick house, with two stories and a large 
basement, equipped with all improvements. 
The dining room and kitchen are built of 
wood. These two. structures were let to the 
lowest and best bidder for $14,750. The nec- 
essary out houses, well, etc., are not included 
in the above amount. and cost about $2,000. 
The land embraces 78 acres, and cost $3.750. 
We commend the selection of Professor T. A. 
E. Means as superintendent of this institu- 
tion. He is especially fitted for the place. 
At present accommodations have been made 
for about sixty white boys. As occasion de- 
mands, other buildings will be added. We 
feel justified in saying that we believe this 
institution will meet the expectations of the 
people of this county. . 


Justice Courts. 


We find all of the dockets of the justice 
courts ip the city in excellent condition; the 
books are kept regularly, and all charges 
properly made. Some of the dockets In the 
rural districts are not kept as carefully as 
should be required, but the cases are so few 
that we do not consider that the interegta of 
the county have suffered by any irregularities 
in the system. We recommend that a stand- 
ard docket, that is, one similar to those used 
by the city justice courte, be furnished all 
justices of the peace, including those in the 
rural districts. If the justices themselves fur- 
nish the dockets, we recommend that they be 
requested to secure the -kind above indicated. 
This would facilitate the examination of their 
books by future grand juries. 

On account of the great number of pen- 
sioners In this county, our time being limited, 
we have only been able to ascertain that it 
is the general opinion that there are many 
persons drawing pensions illegally. We recom- 
mend to all eubsequent grand juries that com- 
mittees be appointed at the beginning of their 
terms to investigate all suspicious pensioners. 

We found the jail, as* above indicated, in 
fairly good condition,, but the ventilation 
throughout the entire building needs and 
shovld receive immediate attention, the pris- 
oners incarcerated therein being compelled to 
breathe foul, putrid air. The odors and steam 
arising from the kitchen on the top floor and 
from the bodies of the prisoners themselves 
are extremelv objectionable, and a menace 
to their health. 


i rotection of Records. 


We cal] the special attention of the county 
commissioners to the inadequate protection of 
the invaluable books and papers belonging to 
the county. These books and papers are the 
records .of the county and could not be re- 
placed if destroyed, and we recommend that 
the county commissioners have those which 
are now exposed tn the different offices of the 
county placed in safes or fire-proof vaults. 
The recent fire in the Basement of the court 
house has demonstrated the possible results 
ensuing from fire.

having a general law passed, giving such right 
to each county having & population of |00,- 
000 or more, thus meeting the technical ques- 
tion involved. We are im favor of all offi- 
Cials receiving just and adequate compensa- 
tion for their services, but such compensation 
sh bé fixed and known, and paid from the 
genefal funds of the county; and all costs, fine 
and forfeitures, or other moneys collected by 
the county officials, should be paid into the 
county treasury. By bringing about this re- 
form many thousands of dollars could be 
saved to the county every year, and the pub- 
lic service would in no way be impaired. 

We recommend a rigid enforcement of the 
vagrant laws, and the law against gaming, 
and we commend the chief of police of Atlanta 
and his worthy force for their present and 
recent efforts in this behalf. 

We fix the ver diem pay of the juross and 
court bailiffs for the ensuing year at $2. 


Sewer Sy stem. 


We commend the efforts on the part of the 
county and city authorities to extend the 
trunk sewers wherever said sewers and too 
near the city. 

We recommend that $300 each be paid to 
Messrs. J. L. Maude and E. P. Burns for 
their work in auditing and examining the 
accounts, books records of the officers 
of Fulton county. We commend these gentle- 
men for their thorough and efficient wurk. 
which is fully up to that of previous experts. 
The report of the experts is herewith sub- 


mitted. 
Inequitable Taxation. 


We find that the city of Atlanta, as a tax- 
paying power, or source of revenue to the state 
and county, is equal to about nine-tenths of 
the entire county of Fulton, the city paying 
$540,179.88 and the county, outside of the 
city, paying $62,499.27, for the year 1901. 
Fulton county, as a whole, pays a little more 
than one-eighth of the tax of the entire state. 
In 190] Fulton county paid into the state 
tressury $329,338.09. Of this amount, $! 10,- 
054.45 went to the public school fund. There 
was paid back to the city and county out 
of the school fund for xehool 
purposes $55,906.40, leaving in the state 
treasury to be paid out to other counties $54,- 
148.05. Notwithstanding the fact that this 
large amount goes to the education of cn)!dren 
in other counties, there are about ten or twelve 
thousand children in Fulton county who are 
not enrolled as pupils in the schools. There 
are |17, or more, counties in the state that 
draw, out of the state treasury more money 
for their schools than they pay in. Some of 
these draw out nearly twice as much as they 
contribute. Thess same counties have 117 
representatives and 26. senators in the legis- 
lature all the time, while Fulton county has 
only three representatives all the time and 
one senator two years jn six. By the volun- 
tary assessment policy of the state, under 
which each tax payer fixes the value of his 
property, the whole of the state property re- 
turned for taxation in !90!1 amounted to 
$404,792,147. Of this amount, Fulton county 
returned $52,406,885, or more than one- 
eighth of the property of the entire state. 
From the test information we have been able 
to obtain, the real relation which Fulton 
county bears to the state ig about | to /i6; 
that is, the state is to Fulton county as 16 is 
to |. Thus, if the taxable property in each 
and every county were returned for taxation 
according to law, as i# done approximately 
in Fulton county, this county weuld then pay 
about one-sixteenth of the entire state tax, 
instead of one-eighth as now. Fulton county 
stands alone, as far as we have been informed, 
in having property assessors for state and 
county purposes, It is necessary ‘for the city 
government to raise certain large amounts of 
money for the successful and efficient man- 
agement and control of its complex and ex- 
pensive departments. The policy of the city 
govern:nent is to maintain the low rate of 
1.25 per 100, but in order to raise such 
large sums a comparatively high rate of 
assessment is acquiesced in by the people 
of the city. Then come the state and county 
authorities, and levy a’ high tax rate on a 
relatively high assessment, insisting that the 
state and county tax on city property shall 
be levied approximately on the basts of the 
high city assessment: Thus explained, it is 
easy to gee why Fwiton county pays more 
than its just proportion of state tax. We be- 
lieve that if*al the taxable property in the 
state were retorned for Mtaxation at its fair 
market value, the tax rate could be reduced 
one-half, the: gtate tréasiry Would have 
ample funds, and the burden of taxation would 
r.ot fall so heavily upon the tax payers who 
use correct methods. To this end, and for 
these reasons, we -recon#mend to the members 
of the legislatyre fro» Us county, and to the 
senator representing this strict, the pas-

County School System. 


We find that about one-half of the county 
public schools are conduc-ed for the full term 
of nine months each year, but that the other 
schools are only’ open five months each year. 
We cannot urge -too strongly the necessity of 
giving al] children of the county the benefits 
of edvcation. About two-thirds of the people 
of the county, through either local or general 
Systems, are row able to give their children 
the benefit of the full term of nine months, 
and it is important that other sections of 
th» county have the same privilege. Under 
a bill recently passed by the legislature, the 
people of these other sections of the county 
will be given an opportunity of passing upon 
this question by popular vote, the date of the 
election belng February 27, and we would 
reccmmend all voters living in the sections af- 
fected by the bill to go to the polls on Feb- 
ruary 27 and cast their ballots in favor of 
@ measure that means so much for the upbuild- 
ing and advancement of their interests. We 
wish to commend the very efficient adminis- 
tration of Professor M. L. Brittain as county 
school commissioner. 

In. obedience to the very earnest instructions 
of the court delivered to us on the subject, 
we have as best we could, investigated the 
charge on the subject of corruption growing 
out of the fight before the general council of 
rival corporations for the grant of franchises 
for street railways in the city of Atlanta. 
We have had many witig#sses on the sub- 
ject before us. and several witnesses many 
times, and after hearing them all we are 
advised by the solicitor general that there is 
not sufficient evidence upon which to base 
the return of a true Dill, or special present- 
ment. 

The honorable J. H. Lumpkin, fudge of Ful- 
ton superior ecurt, and Hon, C, D. Hill, solic- 
itor general, deserves the thanks of the 
people of this county for their fairness and 
rromptness and the able manner in which 
they discharge their respective duties. The 
Hon. John 8S. Candler is admirably fitted for 
his responsible position of judge of the crim- 
inal branch of the superior court. By his 
splendid method of dispatching the business 
of his court many thousands of dollars ‘are 
saved the state and county annually. The 
other judges and court officials, as well as all 
county officers, deserve and have our thanks 
for their efficiency. 

The court is respectfully requested to con- 
sider the advisability of having these general 
presentments published in full in The Atlanta 
Constitution and The Atlanta Journal, the 
amownt to be paid’ to each paper for such 
publication not to exceed $50. Publication in 
Fulton County Record fs also recommended 
at a cost not to exceed $25.

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LOWRY WITHDRAWS SUIT 


Bi.t Was To Prevent Liquidation of 
the Bank of Commy'rce. 


STOCKHOLDERS HOLD MEETING 


Adopted Resolutions of Confidence :n 
M. L. and W. A. Bates, Who 
Have Charge of the Bank. 


The suit against the Bank of Commerce 
and M. L. and W. A. Bates, filed by Ro»- 
ert J. Lowry in the supericr court. was 
yesterday dismissed by direction of plain- 
tiff. ; 

The case was filed on the 22d instant 
by Colonel Lowry, who alleged that he 
owned $1.000 of the stock and that the 
bank was preparing to wind up business 
by the sale of the remainder of its as- 
sets improvidently, and that Messrs. 
Bates, who were president and 
cashier, respectively, had misman- 
aged the bank and were now 
reeking to sell the assets to 
the hurt of the minority stockholders. He 
eurther alleged that Messrs. Bates held 
75 per cent of the stock, which majority 
was claimed would carry everything their 
way. It was not charged that the bank 
was insolvent. Certain loans made by 
the officers were complained of, and 
Messrs. Bates were criticised by the bill 
for not exercising such diligence 4s 
might have detected McLane’s pecula- 
tions. 

The immediate need of the bill, as was 
alleged, was to prevent the sale of the 
securities and the immediate liquidation 
of the bank. The stockholders met the 
day after the bill was filed and the mi- 
nority holders, through a committee act- 
ing for them, proposed a_e settlement, 
which was accepted by all parties. 

The defendants, the Mesers. 3ates, are 
widely known, the Bates family having 
been in the banking business for three 
generaticns, Operating banks in Savan- 
nah and Griffin, Ga., and Eufaula, Ala, 

At the meeting of the stockholders of 
the Bank of Commerce on the 23d instant 
the following resvlutions were adopted 
unanimously, the stock of the Messrs. 
Bates not vuting. Among the stockhold- 
ers present at the meeting appear some 
of the leading business men of Atlanta, 
among them in person. being John A. 
Miller, R. O. Campbell, H. B. Miller, 
and Charlies R. Winship. These resolu- 
tions are attached as an exhibit to the 
answer cf the defendants in the superior 
court, and are as follows: 

Be it resolved by the stockholders

New York, January 3!.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: 

"The future may be said this week to have 
profited at the expense of the present. In 
other words, current weather conditions, such 
as heavy snow falls east, west and north, 
tend to check the buying, except of purely 
scasonable goods at retail, and to limit slight- 
ly the volume of demand for wholesale lines. 
On the other hand, the covering of the entire 
northern half of the winter sown crops, and 
the outlook for spring trade as a whole, has 
trerefore greatly improved. No diminution 
'n confidence in a large spring business is re- 
ported, though southern trade advices continue 
unsatisfactory. Northern and western buyers 
re calling fo~ deliveries on spring account 
much earlier than usual, an encouraging fea- 
ture as indicating that unsold stocks of winter 
goods are not excessive, Other developments 
of the week are in the main favorable. 

‘Considerable irregularity is noted in prices 
cf cereals, hog products and cotton. After 
the late heavy decline in prices has come 
several reactionary movements in wheat, which 
tenus to discourage export demand. Wheat 
st-+ngthened early on Bradstreet’s review of 
a heavy decrease in the visible supply, but 
weaken<d jater on improved winter wheat crop 
prospects. Corn hes displayed rather more 
strength than wheat, a number of diverse in- 
fluences operating, while in oats the feature 
was @ epectaculas break of 5c per bushel on 
ene day, most of which was, however, later 
regained. 

“Uncertainty still rules in the cottén mar- 
ket. Cenfidence in a small yield is still un- 
diminished, though current receipts throw dis- 


credit on minimum estimates. Trade advices 
at home and abroad continue good, and the 
foreigners are certainly buying the staple free- 
ly. Staple cotton goods are still rather quiet 
but reports from the jobbing tra@> east and 
west are favorable.

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BILL BEDUCING WAR TAXES. 


It Has Been Completed by Chairman 
Payne—Old Rates Restored, 

Washington, January 31.—The bill re- 
ducing war taxes $77,000.00 has been 
completed by Chairman. Payne, of the 
ways and means committee. The com- 
mittee will meet on Monday and report 
the bill to the house, and it is the pur- 
pose of Mr. Payne to begin the consid- 
eration of the measure in the house 
immediately following the considération 
of the anti-oleomargarine bill. 

The reduction bill is rather lengthy, 
as several schedules have to be read- 
justed. All rates, however, are brought 
back to those existing before the Spanish 
war. The repeal section is brief and 
restores the old rates. In some cases, 
as in that of cigars, tobacco, beer, etc., 
changes have been made since the orig- 
inal war taxes were imposed, so that a 
simple repeal of existing law would not 
restore the old rates. Special sections 
cover these cases. But the full effect of 
the measure is to restore all the old 
rates, except that on mixed flour. 

Mr. Payne. introduced the bill in the 
house during the day and it was refer- 
red to the committee on ways and means. 


ROOSEVELT LAYS DOWN LAW. 


He Forbids Employees To Lobby for 
Increase of Pay. 

Washington, January 31.—The president 
has issued the following executive order. 

“All officers and employees of _ the 
l'nited States of every descriptton.: serv- 
ing in or under. any of the executive de- 
partments, and whether so gerving in or 
cut of Washington, are hereby forblddcn, 
either directly or indirectly, Individually 
or through essociations, to solicit an tn- 
crease of pay or to influence or attempt 
to influence in their own interests any 
legislaton whatever, either before con- 
gress or its committees, or In any way 
gave through the heads of the dep rt- 
ments in or undor which tneyv serve, on 
per.alty cf dismissal from the government 
service. THEGSDORE ROOSEVELT.” 

It is understood that the order is the 
result of complaints made by members of 
congress that postoffice employees, and 
particularly route agents and rural de- 
‘ivery letter corriers in their d'‘stricts, 
are making évery possible effort ta s- 
cure legislation by congress favorable to 
their interests, and in some instan‘*es 
threats had been prade that unless their 
representatives in congress favored such 
legislation they weuld not be reel-ct.d. 
The president is fully determined that 
this thing shall cease, and it is said that 
any person who violates the order will 
be summarily dismissed from tie gov- 
ernment service. -

Building Permits.Issued Last 
Month Aggregated 
$118,365. 


AHEAD OF SAME MONTH 
LAST YEAR BY $30,000 


Nearly All the Permits Issued by 
City Department Have Been for 
Dwellings To Be Erected 
in Various Sections of 
Atianta. 


The January building record has been 
broken. During the month which end- 
ed yesterday. the city building inspector 
issued 179 permits. This was exactly 
one less than for the same month last 
year, 

Despite the fact that more permits 
were issued in January, 1901, than dur- 
ing the past month, the buildings which 
have been and are to be erected under 
permite issued this year, amount to $30,- 
015 more than during the first month of 
last year. 

The permits Issued last month aggregat- 
ed $118,365, while the permits for the 
same month last year amounted to only 
$88,350. Nearly all the permits that have 
been issued thus far thiS year have 
been for residences and repairs. 

The largest permit issued to any one 
person was that to J. B. Frost, owner 
of the old* Gate City Guard armory 
building, 
vaudeville theater by R. Coley Anderson, 
who was lessee and manager of the Ly- 
ceum theater when that play house “was 
burned last fall. The improvements to 
the building will amount to $30,000. 

Permits were also issued to J. Carroll 
Payne for eight two-story dwellings, 
five to be erscted on Williams street 
and the other three to be built on West 
Cain street, near the corner of WII- 
liams. Each house is to cost $2,250. 
Four of them on Williams street 
are now in course of erection and will 
be finished in a short time.

RAILWAY NOTES. 


Interest in the Appointment - 

The fact that no official circular an- 
nouncifig the appointment of W. H.: 
Pleasan as traffic manager for the 
Seaboard Air Line has yet appeared 
was the cause of no small amount of gos- 
sip among Atlanta railway men yester- 
day. 

Although no official statement has ever 
been made by the executive officers of the 
Seaboard as to the appointment of Mr. 
Pleasants, still It has been understood 
as an assured fact that Mr. Glover, 
freight traffic manager, would leave the 
Seaboard today and that he would be 
succeeded by Mr. Pleasants, who would 
hold the title of traffic manager.

New York, January 31.—An agreement, 
binding the various trans-Atlantic lines 
plying between this country and England 
to adopt a uiform minimum freight rate 
on grain and provisions, was signed today 
by the representatives of the various 
steamship lines interested. The freight 
rates are increased on all grain and pro- 
visions leaving this country for Liverpoo] 
and London, the minimum rata on grain 
is fixed at 1% penny per bushel of 6 
pounds, and the minimum rate on provis- 
ions at 10 shillings per ton of 2,240 pounds, 
increasing the grain rate 33 %-3 per cent 
and the provision rates 10 per cent. No 
maximum rate has been fixed. 

Tre lines included in the agreement are 
the White Star, the Cunard, the Atlantic 
Transport, the Internatioral Navigatioh, 
the Leyland, the Dominion line, the Phil- 
adelphia line, the Lamport and Holt tine.
